The preceding lot rs one of a series of four panels executed as a 
prwate speculation,by MICHEL AuDRAN,chief weaving contractor 
of the Royal Gobelins tapestry works in Paris. The designs were 
painted for Audran by ETIENNE JEAURAT, keeper of the King’s 
pictures, at a cost of 6000 lwres. They depicted four typical 
scenes of French village life wn the early eighteenth century, and 
were exhibited at the Paris Salon of 1753 as “ Les Fétes de 
Village.” A letter of August, 1758, now in the French National 
Archwes, shows that Audran approached the Marquis de 
Marigny with a view to his buying the panels on the King’s 
behalf. The Marquis, however, apparently annoyed at the 
King’s own work having been delayed by Audran’s private 
enterprise, replied curtly that he wished no designs reproduced 
other than those chosen by himself. 

These panels are referred to in Fenaille’s “ Tapisseries des 
Gobelins.”
